total issue, and of the Dominion rates 
outstanding, $144,428,000 were secur- 
ed by the deposit of approved securi- 


ties. 
The ratio of gold to note circula- 
. tion, it is suggested, might be im- 


proved in two ways. ° On the one 
’ hand, gold might be bought; on the 
A other, outstanding notes might be re- 
: tired from time to time from the pra- 
ceeds of loans or from revenue. 

According to reports from London 
the British government is planning to 
reduce its note circulation by a hun- 
dred million dollars. 

The situation which has arisen as 
a result of the breakdown in ex- 
change continués to monopolize at- 
tention in official financial circles. It 
is a situation that generally follows a 
war. During the civil war the gold 
value of American greenbacks drop- 
ped to 38.7 cents.
